Beachside College sees 
three residents to a room

Some students in Beachside College 
have an extra roommate this year. 

On Aug. 14, with less than a month 
left before the semester began, stu- 
dents planning to dorm in Beachside 
received an automated email from 


Director of Cal State Long Beach 
Housing and Residential Life Caro 
Roberts-Corb. : 

The email indicated that some 
Beachside rooms may be modified to 
sustain triple occupancy as a result of 
the overwhelming demand for on-cam- 
pus housing. 

“This isn’t the norm,” Roberts-Corb 
said, “We had hundreds of applications 
in May, but at that point we thought it 
would be manageable. Typically we 
have cancelations over the summer, 


but obviously that wasn’t the case this 
year.” 

Roberts-Corb said Housing and 
Residential Life chose Beachside for 
triple-occupancy rooms because the 
rooms are larger, they have more stor- 
age space and fewer residents typi- 
cally share a bathroom compared to 
those in Hillside College or Parkside 
College. 

According to Roberts-Corb, Hous- 
ing and Residential Life tripled ap- 
proximately 100 rooms to accommo- 
date 100 additional students. 

On Aug. 21, some students plan- 


ning to reside in Beachside received’ 


emails confirming that they had 
been assigned a third roommate,

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34 tenure-track faculty 
hired at CSULB in 2013-14 


Only nine tenure- 
track faculty were 
hired in 2010-11.

Cal State Long Beach has hired 34 
tenure-track faculty this year, more 
than tripling its number of these hires 
since 2010-11. 

“We had a few difficult budget years, 
but this year’s 34 is a small increase 
from last year’s 26,” said Interim Pro- 
vost and Senior Vice President for Aca- 
demic Affairs David Dowell. 

Dowell said the typical number of 
tenure-track faculty hires each year is 
usually between 25 and 50. 

Dowell said the administration’s 
goal is to have a healthy pool of ten- 
ure-track faculty on campus because 
their full-time commitment adds sta- 
bility throughout the university. He 
said that CSULB hopes to hire and 
increase the number of tenure-track 


faculty on campus as long as the bud- 
get is stable. 

According to Dowell, CSULB hired 
77 tenure-track faculty in each 2006- 
07 and 2007-08. The number of hires 
dropped to 38 in 2008-09, when budget 
cuts hit the university. 

CSULB hired as few as nine tenure- 
track faculty in 2010-11, according to 
Dowell. 

Dowell said that aside from the bud- 
get, there are other factors to consider 
in determining the number of tenure- 
track faculty hired each year. 

“We also have to consider the de- 
mography, how many people retire or 
leave the department and the number of 
students who enroll,” Dowell said. 

As far as who gets hired, Dowell 
said CSULB sees a strong pool of can- 
didates for the positions because of the 
university’s location and reputation but 
that each candidate must meet a num- 
ber of requirements. 

“They: have to fit the need of the in- 
stitution, be able to connect with our di- 
verse body and bring expertise needed 
by the department, along with a mini- 
mum of seven years of experience,” 
Dowell said. 

He also said many of CSULB’s lec- 
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turers are qualified for tenure-track 
positions. 

Ryan Blair, one of the 34 tenure- 
track faculty hired this fall, is now 
an assistant professor in the mathe- 
matics and statistics department. He 
taught at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania before coming to CSULB this 
year. 

“T was ecstatic when I got contacted 


for the offer,’ Blair said. “I applied 
to approximately 100 jobs across the 
country, and [CSULB] was at the top on 
my list. [CSULB] has teaching excel- 
lence and a diverse student body that I 
could identify with that really attracted 
me here.” 

Edwin Achola is another of the new 
hires and an assistant professor in the 
advanced studies in education and 


counseling department. He has taught a 
total of seven years in Kenya, Virginia 
and Pennsylvania, and he starts his first 
year at CSULB this year. 

“T am investigating post-secondary 
education for students with disabilities 
and ultimately hope to contribute to 
students here by introducing programs 
that will help them succeed,” Achola 
said.

which’ left many returning residents, 
like senior accounting major Nick Zol- 
lo, unsure of what to expect. 

Zollo, who planned to move into a 
two-bedroom room at Beachside, said 
he was shocked when he received the 
email saying that he and his roommate 
had been selected to move into a triple- 
occupancy room. 

“It was pretty negative expec- 
tations. We didn’t know the third 
person coming in,” Zollo said. “We 
didn’t know how it was going to 
work out fitting three people in a 
room, and basically you don’t know 
what you’re getting yourself into 
because they put you with a random

stranger.” 

Other Beachside residents, how- 
ever, said they hadn’t encountered 
problems in their triple-occupancy 
rooms. 

“It’s kinda cool,” undeclared fresh- 
man Lucas Ramos said. “Even with 
three people here, I don’t have any- 
thing to complain about.” 

Each resident in a tripled room 
is provided with a bed, desk and 
dresser. Two of the beds are com- 
bined as bunk beds, while the ad- 
ditional bed is lofted, with the third 
desk and dresser sitting under the 
lofted bed. 

“It’s pretty cramped,” Zollo said. 
“T’m on the top bunk ... I’m not really 
diggin’ the top bunk.” 

According to Roberts-Corb, hous- 
ing offered incentives through an 
email on Aug. 6 to any continuing resi- 
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dents at Beachside interested in can- 
celing their housing contract. 

The incentives included a refund 
for any housing fees that they had 
paid to date, a $275 Beach Club card, 
a parking pass for the year, priority 
registration for the spring and prior- 
ity application status if they wanted 
to move back to the dorms in the 
spring. Only 14 people took up the 
offer. 

Roberts-Corb said that Housing and 
Residential Life has not filled every 
dorm room available to students since 
2009. 

She also said it’s too early to say 
whether triple-occupancy rooms 
will become standard in CSULB 
housing. 

“The most important thing is stu- 
dent success, that students have a place 
to live,” she said. 
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Legislators visit CSULB to discuss Affordable Care Act

Cal State Long Beach was the most 
recent stop for legislators in a statewide 
push to educate Californians about up- 
coming changes to healthcare coverage 
under the Affordable Care Act. 

A town hall meeting designed to in- 
form the Long Beach community about 
upcoming changes was held at The 
Pointe in the Walter Pyramid on Friday. 

In attendance at the event were Rep. 
Alan Lowenthal (D-Long Beach), 
Sens. Ricardo Lara (D-Bell Gardens)

New shuttles rolled onto campus 
this fall, and for the most part, students 
say they are happy with the changes. 

Professional Parking, a Long Beach- 
based company, was hired this summer 
to get students around campus after 
Cal State Long Beach’s contract with 
the previous shuttle provider, Silverado 
Stages, Inc., expired. 


and Roderick D. Wright (D-Ingle- 

wood), as well as Assembly woman 
Bonnie Lowenthal (D-Long Beach) 
and Long Beach Mayor Bob Foster. 

The event was sponsored by Cov- 
ered California, a state entity created 
by the Affordable Care Act to serve 
as a marketplace for competing health 
insurance companies. 

At the meeting, community members 
listened to a presentation that addressed 
what changes people should expect in 
health insurance once the law takes 
effect in January 2014. The presentation 
was followed by a Q-and-A session. 

According to Executive Director of 
Covered California Peter Lee, the event 
was initially proposed by Covered Cali- 


Among the most noticeable changes 
between the old and new shuttles is the 
arrangement of seats. The new shuttles 
offer seating along the vehicle’s perim- 
eter instead of the standard front-to- 
back seating offered in the old shuttles. 

Carina Taylor, a sophomore anima- 
tion major, said that although she 
believes the new seating arrangement 
will not be popular with many stu- 
dents, because a lot of students don’t 
like to stand, she is satisfied with them. 

“Tt is a lot more efficient, less 
congestion,” Taylor said. “I’m actually 
able to use it efficiently when I’m try- 
ing to get to a class from [Parking] Lot 
14 to upper campus. The layout makes 
it seem like it holds fewer people, but 
there is less people sitting, and more 
people fit standing.” 

Anel Ruiz, a sophomore computer 
engineering major, said that one fea- 
ture she is most excited about in the 
new shuttles are hanging straps that 
students can hold onto while standing 
in the shuttles. 

Other students who are new to the ser- 
vice, like junior mechanical engineering 
major Alberto Salinas, said the shuttles 
are great especially when the weather is 
hot and they don’t want to walk from one 
end of campus to another. 

Freshman studio art major Rebecca 


fornia in partnership with legislators, who 
contacted CSULB to hold the meeting. 

“Getting students enrolled is going 
to be critical,” Lee said at the event. 

Covered California Spokesman - 
Dana Howard said students should 
start investigating their healthcare 
situation as soon as possible. 

“Start now, figuring out if [students] 
are indeed on their parents’ insurance 
or if they are on their parents’ tax 
return,” Howard said. “If they’re not 
on their parents’ insurance or their tax 
return, they could very well be eligible 
for a subsidy that could completely 
take care, down to about just a dollar a 
month for their health insurance.” 

Lee said Covered California plans to 


conduct a large-scale outreach campaign 
through education, volunteers and orga- 
nizations toward the end of September. 
According to Covered California’s 
website, eligible organizations such as 
labor unions and universities are re- 
cruited to help teach consumers about 


the different healthcare plans available. 


Howard said students at CSULB 
can expect to see outreach on campus 
starting in September, followed by a 
second round in January. 

With a few exceptions, most Califor- 
nia residents must purchase health insur- 
ance or face a tax penalty, which will be 
incurred when tax returns are filed. 

Starting in 2014, the penalty for 
being uninsured will be | percent or 


$95 dollars, whichever is greater. By 

2016, that penalty will increase to 2.5 

percent or $695, according to Covered 
California’s website. 

In addition, undocumented immi- 
grants and incarcerated individuals are 
not eligible for the new benefits, and 
those who fall below a minimum income 
threshold are exempt from enrollment. 

Once the law is in effect, health 
insurance companies will also be 
required to provide coverage to people 
with pre-existing conditions, such as 
cancer and diabetes. 

Open enrollment for Covered Cali- 
fornia will begin Oct. 1 and last until 
March 31. For more information, visit 
coveredca.com. 
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The new shuttles provided by Professional Parking began service on Move-in Day this fall. 


Lau said she has also had a positive 
experience with the shuttles so far. 
“The shuttle service is really helpful 
especially for an art major, as we have 
to carry a lot of stuff around,” Lau 
said. “It’s pretty comfortable when I 
get on. It’s usually not as packed, but 
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usually there are seats. The drive isn’t 
that long, so it’s not terrible to stand.” 
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Amanda Passi, said although they are 


pleased with the new shuttles, they aren’t 


yet completely sold on the changes. 
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“Tt seems nicer than the last one; it 
seems like there are more seats, which 
could have to do with the fact that they 
are angled differently,” Passi said. 
“TBut] I don’t think I have used these 
new shuttles long enough to say there 
is a big difference.” 
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Students should be informed on Affordable Care Act 


Covered California, a program 
designed to teach Californians more 
about healthcare legislation, and Rep. 
Alan Lowenthal (D-Long Beach) 
held a forum at Cal State Long Beach 
on Friday discussing the implementa- 
tion of the Affordable Care Act. 

Signed into law by President 
Barack Obama on Mar. 23, 2010, the

to implement reforms in America’s 
current healthcare system. 

Among the act’s more popular 
features is its prohibiting provid- 
ers from denying coverage to those 
with pre-existing conditions, ac- 
cording to the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services. 

One of the major points of 
contention, however, in the act is 
a mandate that most Americans 
purchase health insurance by 2014, 
according to the department. 

According to the department, 
more than 5.3 million Californians 
are currently uninsured. 

The goal of the act, according to 
the department, is to make healthcare 
more affordable for many Americans. 

Most Americans who do not 
purchase health insurance during 
the allotted timeframe will be 
forced to pay a tax penalty. 

Since the Affordable Care Act has 


not been discussed greatly on campus, we are glad that Covered Califor- 


nia held a forum on the subject. 


the Affordable Care Act. The new law could affect them. 

But while we support holding a forum on campus, we also 
think the university should better publicize the fact that the 
Affordable Care Act will impact Cal State Long Beach stu- 


dents. 


The burden to inform, or at least attempt to inform, college stu- 
dents about the healthcare law falls on the public university. 


As a public university, CSULB is an entity of the state. It should hold 
itself responsible for informing students about a law that will affect 
many, If anything, it should provide students an opportunity to learn 
Community members and college students need to be informed on —_ more about the subject. 


This forum was a step toward that, but it focused more on the 
Long Beach community than CSULB students. 

According to Spokesman Dana Howard of Covered California, some 
outreach opportunities will be available to students later this month. 

Some students will attend the outreach events. Others are likely to 
remain uninformed about the Affordable Care Act. 

We think CSULB could help to better inform students by reaching 


out in the same ways it did to campaign for Proposition 30 last fall. 
Campus leaders spoke at public events about Prop. 30. The Cali- 
fornia Faculty Association and Associated Students Inc. held Prop. 


30 rallies last year. 


As aresult, more students voted and helped to pass Prop. 30. 

CSULB could use similar methods to communicate with students 
about the Affordable Care Act and how it will affect them. 

Whatever methods used, we would like to see more information 
on the Affordable Care Act spread throughout campus. The more 
students know, the better. Pe: 

A failure to prepare for the law will cost students, literally. 


Support for military strike in Syria should be based on evidence 


Watch out, everyone. The war hawks are circling. 

Over the past few days, millions of Americans 
have been briefed on the ongoing humanitarian 
crisis in Syria. 

As President Barack Obama continues to try 
and persuade members of Congress to authorize 
a military strike against Syria, many war hawks 
have come out in support of Obama. 

On CNN’s “State of the Union,” White House 
Chief of Staff Dennis McDonough vehemently 
supported Obama and his call to arms. 

“This is something that’s targeted, limited 
and effective, so as to underscore that (Syrian 
President Bashar al-Assad) should not think 
that he could get away with this again,” Mc- 
Donough told CNN. 

What was surprising about the interview was 
not McDonough’s message but his tone. 
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At times during his interview with CNN’s 
Candy Crowley, McDonough appeared belliger- 
ent and closed-minded. 

“Now do we have irrefutable, beyond reason- 
able doubt evidence? This is not a court of 
law, and intelligence does not work that way,” 
McDonough added. 

Contrary to Mc- 
Donough’s misguided 
belief, the U.S. should be 
absolutely certain that 
chemical weapons were used before launching 
a limited military strike. 

Launching missiles against a foreign com- 
batant should require proof beyond a reason- 
able doubt, despite McDonough’s limited 
understanding. 

Although France, Great Britain and the U.S. 
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claim they have evidence supporting the asser- 
tion that Assad used chemical weapons on his 
own people, a United Nations report-confirm- 
ing the claim has yet to be released. 

Until the U.N. releases a report confirming 
U.S. premonitions, a strike against Syria would 

be ill-fated. 
Before war hawks like 


SHANE NEWELL McDonough and John McCain 


(R-Az.) advocate for a pos- 

sible strike against Syria, they 
should take a lesson from what transpired in 
Iraq. 

Leading up to the 2003 Iraqi invasion, many 
members of the media came out in support of a 
war against Saddam Hussein. 

Some asserted that Iraq possessed weapons.of 
mass destruction although none were ever recovered. 
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~ Yes, the-situation in Syria is different than the 
situation was in Iraq. 

Before the U.S. moves forward, however, of- 
ficials should seek to learn from the past. 

Only a U.N. Security Council-approved 
strike would alleviate the U.S. of all burden and 
criticism in Syria. 

For a strike to be successful, the U.S. must 
gain support from its Western peers, including 


_ commitments from Western militaries. 


“We have plenty of support. I’m not going to 
get into who’s going to do what in any particular 
operation,” McDonough told CNN. “We feel very 
good about the support we have.” 

Let’s hope what McDonough said is the truth, 
not political rhetoric.

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State prison overcrowding should be solved without high costs 


In an attempt to curb overcrowded prisons in 
California, Gov. Jerry Brown announced a plan to 
create a partnership between California’s prison 
guard union and the private, for-profit prison 
company, Correctional Corporations of America. 

This alliance, one of the many plans that 
Brown has proposed, would involve Correctional 
Corporations of America leasing out one of its 
own private prisons to the state. 

At the same time, public employees and 
members of the prison guard union will staff the 
facilities. 

This would not only reduce the number of 
inmates in prisons by creating safer, healthier 
conditions for the incarcerated, but it would also 
save the state and taxpayers money. 

While Brown definitely has the right idea to 


utilize private companies to assist the state in 

its various programs and activities would save 
money for the taxpayer, it’s sad that he chooses to 
apply this logic to the prison system. 

The problem of the overcrowded prison pop- 
ulation‘is the result of a growing 
issue of crime in the state. 

» Using a private prison corpora- 
tion to house these inmates is only a 
temporary fix to a very complicated, long-standing 
issue of crime. 

If there was an analogy to be used, it would be 
like trying, to clean out one’s room or dorm of clutter 
and garbage to make room for the new school year. 

Instead of actually throwing away the things one 
doesn’t need, one just shoves them under the bed. 

The proposal by Brown, which also includes

transferring criminals to out-of-state prisons, has 
created waves throughout California as critics 

of the proposals estimate that such actions could 
cost $300 to $800 million. 

Many people have advocated for various solu- 
tions to the prison problem, 
including the Drug Policy Alli- 
ance, which suggests releasing 
inmates convicted of non-vio- 
lent drug offences as well as reforming the policy 
on sentencing for drug offences. 

This would not only reduce overcrowded 
prisons by potentially releasing hundreds of 
inmates, but it would also save the taxpayers 
money. 

While there are certainly details in this pro- 
posal that need to be worked out, this seems to be 


a good proposal that would help reduce the costs 
of supporting the California prison system. 

Instead of spending valuable time and 
resources prosecuting first-time offenders with 
no previous criminal record, a separate penalty 
could be provided that wouldn’t nearly be as 
expensive to the taxpayer, such as a fine or com- 
munity service. 

Or perhaps, better yet, create programs in as- 
sociation with private charities to support former 
criminals who seriously want to reform, reinte- 
grate into society and actually reduce the crime 
rate in California instead of just moving prisoners 
around to make more room.

The Doggerels performed their first 
concert under their official band name 
in spring of 2013, creating new be- 
ginnings for their musical endeavors. 
Now, the six-month-old trio practices 
inside a Long Beach warehouse, sur- 
rounded by random furniture, dispos- 
able toy trucks and other miscella- 
neous objects.

It hasn’t been used 
in any popular prose that I know of. I 
think I came across it a couple times on 
some lectures on Early American Liter- 
ature last semester at CSULB.

Doggerel was 
one of the words, and I sent [Chambers] 
a huge message of all the stuff I came 
up with. 

CC: It’s like calling someone’s poetry 
elementary. 


Q: How would you describe your 
sound? 


CC: We're like garage-blues with like 
angry-girl music .... We put sounding 
pretty on the back burner. 

TW: It’s hard to say what we sound 
like, but I always try to bring raw- 
ness. I think that Cat [Chambers] has 
a good handle on it; I like to comple- 
ment it. 

CV: I feel like one thing we try to get 
across in live shows is an energy and 
frustration. Technique and musician- 
ship go out the window, especially for 
me. | kind of just thrash around. 


Q: What do you mean by angry-girl 
music?

CV: Men had predominantly sung 
Blues music, and it’s always been this 
frustrating gender battle, so I think it’s 
a cool thing about [Chambers] singing 
the lyrics, you get to hear her side of 
the story. 

CC: The music scene in East L.A., if 
you have a female singer, they made 
a stylistic decision to sing very “Best 
Coasty’ — very monotone, subdued, 
and I think it’s not as fun for me to 
sing that way. It doesn’t feel as good, 
and I like to sing loudly, and right now 
there is a definite male dominance in 
the garage rock scene, so I’d like to 
be able to hang. There’s that and that 
was a personal frustration because 
you grow up listening to Janis Joplin 
and it’s like, ‘Why aren’t you singing 
like that?’ 

TW: I feel like playing shows, we have 
faced some gender-biases. I remember 
playing diPiazza’s and people were 
like, ‘Oh, a girl singer. How cute, 
Sometimes you just got to kick the door 
down. 


Q: Chambers plays with her vocals 
a lot as she sings. Do you ever know 
what she’s singing about, or do you 
guys just add your sound into the 
mix? 


TW: There are some songs where I can 
make out the vocals, but most of the 
time I’m just feeling it, musically not 
lyrically.

After a long weekend of double- 
headers at the Triton Invitational, the 
Long Beach State men’s water polo 
team emerged with an undefeated 
start to its 2013 season. 

“Tn general it was an exciting way 
to get the season started with some 
very good teams,” head coach Gavin 
Arroyo said. 

The UC San Diego tournament 
played host to teams from all over the 
western United States, ranging from 
Loyola Marymount to UC Davis. 

LBSU (4-0) started its season off 
against defending \WWPA Champs 
and 12th-ranked Air Force. In a high- 
ly-contested affair, the Falcons and 
49ers traded leads throughout the first 
half. LBSU ended up going ahead 4-3 
at the end of the second quarter by 
way of a goal from redshirt freshman 
Patrick Goodenough with 19 seconds 
left. 

In the third quarter, the ‘Niners 
traded goals again with the Falcons, 
and at the end of the quarter, the score 
was knotted at 7-7. 

LBSU came alive in the fourth 
quarter with goals from junior Milos 
Vrzic and sophomore Nolan McCon- 
nell. The “Niners finished with a 10-8 
win over Air Force, and McConnell 
led LBSU with four goals in the sea- 
son opener. 

“Everyone has first game jitters,” 
Arroyo said. “We really had to fight 
through and deal with some adversity 
to get that win against Air Force.” 

LBSU went on to defeat Cal Lu- 
theran 10-4 and UC Davis 11-7 in 
games two and three of the Triton In- 
Vitational. 

“We slowly progressed throughout 
the weekend,” Arroyo said. “Every- 
one has a role, and we’re trying to 
define those roles as we go forward.” 

In the final game of the Triton In- 
vitational, the ‘Niners matched up 
against No. 14 Loyola Marymount. 

After coming out strong in the first 
half, the 49ers were forced to battle an 
LMU comeback in the second half. 

In the end, LBSU was able to fend 
off the LMU attack and finish off the 
weekend with a perfect record. 

After looking back at his. team’s 
play throughout the weekend, Arroyo 
said he has certain goals in mind for 
his team and a hope that each player’s 
role will be filled to its potential. 

“There are guys who will be natu- 
ral goal scorers for us,” he said, “but 
also guys who will be battling it out in 
the trenches.” 

Whether it be the strong play of 
sophomore goalie Pavo Ljepopio, 
scorers like Vrzic and McConnell, or 
defense from a slew of utility play- 
ers, the ‘Niners will have to maintain 
a balanced effort in the challenges 
they'll face in the coming months. 

“T’m concerned with us growing as 
a team and achieving more esoteric 
goals together,” Arroyo said.

LBSU takes down Cincy, LMU to extend streak 


After beating the 
Bearcats and Lions, 
the 49ers’ win streak 
is up to three.

After dropping its first two games. 


of the season, the Long Beach State 
women’s soccer team has put together a 
three-game win streak after two home 
wins this weekend against Cincinnati 
and Loyola Marymount. 

Forward Elizabeth Lyons propelled 
the 49ers (3-2-0) past Cincinnati (1- 
5-0) Friday night in the 4-1 victory at 
George Allen Field, as she contributed 
to all four goals, compiling three as- 
sists and a goal of her own. 

The ‘Niners were held scoreless 
again in the first half on Sunday, leav- 
ing them without a first-half goal all 
season. But: in the end, LBSU man- 
aged to stretch its winning streak to 
three games by beating Loyola Mary- 


mount 1-0 to complete the homestand 
sweep. 

“Keeping our width was important, 
and being more assertive on the ball,” 
head coach Mauricio Ingrassia said af- 
ter Friday’s game. “Those were two of 
the things we talked about doing more. 
Once we did that, we scored that first 
goal.” 

After going scoreless in the first half 
against Cincinnati on Friday, the ‘Nin- 
ers emerged from halftime to pile on 
four goals in the 4-1 victory, initiated 
by senior midfielder Eileen Maes’ goal 
in the 53rd minute off a cross to the 
middle by Lyons. 


Over the next 30 minutes, Lyons 
supplied both sophomore midfielder 
Hannah Sanders and freshman de- 
fender Hannah Reed with assists after 
netting The Beach’s win-securing goal 
in the 62nd minute. 

“J just really wanted to win today,” 
Lyons said following Friday’s victory. 
“Before we started our game, the team 
came together and [Ingrassia] said ‘we 
are not losing at home anymore. We 
lost once already and after this, no 
more. This is our house, and we have 
to protect it” 

The difference between the scoreless 
first half and the second-half offensive 
eruption, Ingrassia said, was Lyons 
shifting from inside to out wide in the 
second period and waiting for the ball to 
come to her before attacking. 

“It helped me giving assists to my 
teammates, and it helped me get a goal,” 
Lyons said. “I just need to keep doing 
that and hopefully it’ll bring more goals 
and more assists for the season.” 

While they had difficulty generat- 
ing opportunities again throughout the 
first half Sunday, the “Niners found 
their offense after halftime, as Sand- 
ers needed only 39 seconds to score on 
LMU for the game’s first goal. 


The Lions outshot LBSU 15-11 but 
had their only real look at tying the 
game when LMU forward Shannon 
Kent approached an empty net but 
missed a goal by inches with a wide- 
right shot attempt. 

The first half was tilted in LMU’s 
favor in the beginning, as the Lions 
attempted four consecutive shots be- 
fore the 49ers took control of tempo 
by responding with three straight 
shots. 

Despite the 49ers scoring four goals 
in Friday’s game, Ingrassia said the 
team was ineffective in several areas of 
the game. By Sunday’s shutout, he said 
he thought the team improved consid- 
erably except for one lingering issue. 

“Tt was back and forth,” Ingrassia 
said of LBSU’s control of the ball. “We 
should keep the ball way more than 
we’re doing, and that’s hopefully the 
goal as we move forward, that we’re 
able to string passes and passes and 
passes together.” 

The ‘Niners will leave for a two- 
game road trip to play Georgia and Au- 
burn starting on Friday. Friday’s game 
against Georgia will start at 7 p.m. lo- 
cal time before Sunday’s 3 p.m. game 
at Auburn.

Long Beach State defeated 
twice at Bay Area Challenge 


The 49ers fall to Air 
Force and Miami to go

The Long Beach State women’s vol- 
leyball team continues to take its lumps 
early on, absorbing two more close 
losses in the Bay Area Challenge. 


Playing three matches in two days, 
the ‘Niners (2-4) defeated San Fran- 
cisco on Friday night in between losses 
to Air Force and Miami. 

All three matches went to a decisive 
fifth set, with The Beach only able to 
close out once. The 49ers’ matches 
have gone the distance four out of six 
times thus far to begin the season. 

Without star middle blocker Haleigh 
Hampton, The Beach was once again 
forced to experiment with different 
lineups at the net with Tiara Wallace 
and freshman Joy Miley each seeing 
playing time over the weekend. 


Delainey Aigner-Swesey paced the 
49ers during the 25-21, 19-25, 26-28, 
25-22, 17-15 loss Saturday afternoon 
against Miami (3-1) with her third 
straight — and fourth overall — dou- 
ble-double. 

The senior outside hitter tallied 19 
kills and 15 digs. Sophomore setter 
Erin Juley also provided a double-dou- 
ble with 37 assists and 11 digs. 

The fifth and final set was tied as 
late as 9-9 and The Beach even led 12- 
10 but was not able to hang on as the 
Hurricanes took the lead at 14-13 and 
eventually won 17-15. 

In the tournament opener on Friday 
afternoon, LBSU lost 22-25, 25-15, 25- 
27, 25-22, 15-11 against Air Force. 

Aigner-Swesey compiled 18 kills 
and 14 digs to lead The Beach. Sopho- 
more Alex Reid added 16 kills, and 
Bre Mackie had a career-high 14 kills, 
but the ‘Niners suffered from a myri- 
ad of errors. 


Air Force delivered a stunning 14 ser- 
vice aces, eight of which were produced 
by Cami Richan. Additionally, The 
Beach committed 10 services errors. 

The lone win of the weekend for 
LBSU came Friday night against host 
San Francisco (0-4). 

Despite trailing 10-9 in the fifth set, 
the ‘Niners ran off six straight points 
to take the set 15-10. Miley made her 
debut in the win and tallied 12 kills on 
.348 hitting. 

The Beach returns to the court 
Thursday when it travels to Loyola 
Marymount for the first match of the 
Long Beach State/LMU Tournament. 
The match will start at 7 p.m. against 
an_opponent yet to be determined. 

The tournament will then shift to 
the Walter Pyramid, where the ‘Nin- 
ers will play host to the College of 
Charleston and Seattle University on 
Friday and Saturday. Each match will 
start at 7 p.m.
